OPEN SESSION 
1. Chairman's Remarks 
The Chairman noted the proposed appointment of Mr. Michael Warren, a graduate of the 


University, as President of the new Post Office crown corporation. The Secretary was 
instructed to write a letter of congratulations to Mr. Warren on behalf of the Board. 


Approval of Minutes 


On a motion duly moved and seconded, the minutes of the meeting of 19th March, 1981 
were approved. 


Rector's Remarks 


Dr. O'Brien reported that he had just returned from Hong Kong, where he attended a 
meeting of the Association of Commonwealth Universities. He took the opportunity of 
meeting with the alumni association of the Colony, which has between 60 and 100 
members. 


Report of Vice-Rector Martin 


Prof. Martin reported that the Operating Budget Task Force has commenced its meetings. 
In reply to a question from Mr. LaRose, Prof. Martin stated that the recommendations of 
the Task Force would be presented to the Board. 


Report of Vice-Rector Daniel 


Dr. Daniel reported that notifications of research grant awards for 1981-82 were 
substantially higher than those of the current year. 


Report of Vice-Rector Breen 


Dr. Breen reported that research grants in his faculty were also expected to be higher in 
1981-82 than in 1980-81. He stated that he expected to present a Student Services budget 
for 1981-82 at the next meeting of the Board. 


Correspondence 


The Chairman reported that a letter of resignation Advisory Board had been received from 
Mr. John R. Hannan, who had recently been appointed a Justice of the Superior Court. 


On a motion duly moved and seconded, Mr. Hannan's resignation was accepted with 
regret. The Secretary was instructed to advise Mr. Hannan of this action. 


Other Business 
Mr. LaRose read a petition deploring the increase in tuition fees for foreign students 


which had been signed by some 400 students. More signatures are anticipated, and Mr. 
LaRose requested the support of the Board when the petition reaches its final form. 


Mrs. Leclaire asked a question with respect to the line of authority of the Campus 
Centre. Prof. Martin explained that the Campus Centre was controlled by its own Board 
of Directors but that in certain short term circumstances, the Board's authority might be 
substituted for by Ancillary Services.
